Earnings of General Motors Cor- 
poration proper were $106,470,- 
377, including only the dividends 
received from these subsidiaries. 
As the corporation had previ- 
ously réported profits from its 
own operations for the first nine 
months last year of $74,243,966, 
the indicated balance for the 
final three months of the year 
exceeded $32,000,000, a new high 
record in quarterly net with a 
balance for the 5,161,599 shares 
of more than $5.85 a share.
